except those on spirituous and alco- 
holic liquor, medicated wines, patent 
and proprietory preparations contain- 
ing alcohol, lime and fruit juices for- 
tified, spirits and strong waters, per- 
fumery and toilet preparations, play- 
ing cards and confectionery. All lux- 
ury taxes, except those mentioned are 
abolished whether paid by merchants, 
menufacturers or importers. 
The sales tax remains in full force 
and cffect. 
The government, in abolishing the 
taxes, has proceeded by , order in 
council passed under authority of sec- 
tion 92 of the Consolidated Revenue 
and Audit Act, which empowers the 
governor in council to remit any duty 
or toll. 
exercised the authority granted under 
the section; once in 1901, when the 
duty on seed wheat for farmers in the 
west was remitted and again in 1911 
when, to meet a serious shortage of 
coal in the west, the customs duty 
was remitted on all coal imported at 
all ports west of Sault Ste. Maric. 
The same authority was exercised 
by the Borden government in remit- 
ting the duty on cattle and tractors. 
The present order providing for re- 
mission of the luxury taxes as speci- 
ficd means that the taxes will not be 
collected on sales and importations 
made on and after tomorrow, 
Unemployment Had Influence 
The dominating reason for the step 
taken by the government, it is inti- 
mated, was the great unemployment in 
the industries directly and indirectly 
affected by the luxury taxes. The 
evidence on this roint it js stated, 
had disclosed a very serious state of 
affairs. Many iu. industries 
are completely shut down while others 
have laid off large numbers of em- 
ployes due to lack of orders, a con- 
dition brought about largely by the 
idea generally held by the public that 
this me’ @ 4 of taxation was intended 
to be of a temporary character and 
must, sooner or later, be abolished. 
Having this idea’in mind, thé public 
had practically stopped buying, with 
the result that factories in many im- 
portant Hnes could not operate and 
their organizations were seriously dis- 
located. It appears to the government 
therefore that immediate action was 
necessary in the interests alike of em- 
ployes, manufacturers and the gen- 
eral public. 
Sir Henry Drayton, minister of 
finance, after exhaustive study of the 
problem, reached the conclusion that 
the purpose for which the taxes were 
imposed, namely, for curtailing of ex-, 
travagance reducing prices and caus- 
ing people to reflect upon conditions

The abolition applies both to the lux- 
ury taxes so-called, paid by the pur- 
chaser te the vendor at the time of 
sale, and to the manufacturers’ tax 
with the exceptions cited above. 

Abolition by order in council means 
; that the government will lose the 
revenue which it would have derived 
‘from the taxes in the ordinary course 
‘of events, until the end of March next, 
| when the fiscal year closes. What 
that revenue would have been can 
'not accurately be estimated as it 
! would have depended entirelWon busi- 
ness conditions. But since the begin- 
ning of the year, the war excise taxes 
—luxury, manufacturing and sales 
taxes combined—have yielded about 
fifty million dollars. The luxury taxes 
alone have for the last three months 
been bringing in about $900,000 a 
month. Of the manufacturers’ tax, 
the tax on automobiles, which was 
the largest revenue producer in this 
class, has since the beginning of the 
financial year yielded about six mi 
lions, This is one of the taxes abol- 
ished. With it go the manufacturers 
tax on pianos, phonographs, phono- 
graph records, electric light fixtures, 
organs, firearms and the other articles 
stipulated in the budget, with the ex- 
ception, as stated, of alcoholic and 
spirituous liquors, playing cards and 
confectionery. The sales tax, the 
heavy revenue producer of the war ex- 
cise tax, is not affected. ¢ 

The action of the government fol- 
lows repeated protests against the lux- 
ury taxee and it_was generally expect- 
ed that they would expire with the 
next budget. Abolition by’ order in 


council came unexpectedly but will no! 


doubt be welcomed by those who have 
not ccmpleted Christmas purchases. 
In itself, it indicates that the govern- 
nient hae had to meet an exraordinary 
situation. When Sir Henry Drayton

eisms and eventually practically the 
entire list of taxable articles was re- 
vised.

AFTER JUTLAND 


Main Result Accomplished—En- 
emy Never Again Ventured 
on The High Seas 


LONDON Dec. 18 (Canadian As- 
sociated Press) —While the leading 
newspapers today contain many col- 
umne professing to give popular ex- 
positions by professm] naval experts, 
most of them landumen, however, of 
the Jutiana dispatches, issued yester- 
day edttorial comment pretty gener: 
aly admits that the dispatches are 
too volhuminous and technical to add 
very much to the average layman's 
knowledge.

spect’ says the Chronicle, It con- 
tinues: 

“These were the factors which en- 
abled them to inflict so Muoh .oss on 
a superior enemy. They really cail 
tor !nvestigation.” 

The other critics emphasize these 
revelations from tne Jutland papers.

organ, says: 

“The main result of Jutland was 
the surrender of the German fleet. 
Jowicoe kept he fleet intact, and in 
eo keep ng it he kept the mastery of 
the seven seas"

DOHERTY LEADS IN PROTEST 


Assembly at Variance With Coun- 


cil on Oontrol Over Mandates 
--Balfour’s Keen Retorts

GENEVA, Dec. 18,—The first As- 
nb League of Nations, 
which hag been in session here since 
November 15, adjourned its seas.ons 
at 6.30 o’c ock this evening. 

Lord Robert Cecil, the South Afri- 
can delegate, cr.ticized the counc.!'s 
refusal to communicate to the As- 
sembly the text of the various man- 
dates for the administration of for- 
mer German colonies. 

A. J. Baltour Briit.sh member of the 
Council of the League, came to tae 
defence of the Council, afer Mr. Do- 
herty and Lord Cecil had concluded 
their arguments. Mr, Balfour charged 
that attempts were being made in As- 
sembly circ es to coerce tne Counc:! 
on the quest-on of mandates. The 
danger, as he saw it, was not in the 
terms or the manner of execution, as 
stated by Mr. Doherty, but in the lia- 
bility of the Assembly to come into 
conflict with the council’ whica alone, 
he held, was intended by the framers 
of the covenant to have jur.sdiction 
Over mandates. 

“IT shall not feel bound, nor wil my 
successor in tae Counci! feel bound, 
by anything this Assernbly or any 
other Assemb!y shall do,” Mr. Balfour 


cried, 
Minister Vindicated 

The Assembly eventua ly adopted 
the report.of the mandates commit- 
tee, which regrets the Council had 
adopted euch @ pol.cy regarding man- 
dates that there was no opportunity 
to decuss them publicly before they 
went into force. 

The report also declared against 
the recru‘ting of soldiers by manda- 
tory nations in territories they were 
adminittering and aga!nst the ex- 
Pploitation of the nationa’ resources 
of such territories for the benefit of 
the mandatory powers 

Many of the delegates appeared 
nonplussed by Mr. Balfour's defiant 
attitude towards the Aasemb!y, par- 
ticularly when he referred to the 
“jealous spirit shown by some of the 
speakers,"’ and when he declared that 
the recommendations of the mandates 
commit’ee amounted to coercive mea- 
sures as regarded the Council. 

Lord Robert Cecil retorted that the 
Assemb’y had adopted the report on 
the relations of the Council and the 
Assembly, in which it was declared 
the Assembly could examine any 
question tnat came within the com: 
petence of, the league, ‘ 

Leon Bourgeois, French member of 
the council, supported the viewpoint 
on that body 

Adopt'on by the Assemb’y of the 
recommendations of the committee 
followed Mr. Doherty's admonition.

ALIVE STOCK COMMISSIONER ARKELL REVIEWS 7 
GENERAL LIVE STOCK MARKET SITUATION DURING 
PAST YEAR AND PROSPECTS FOR COMING YEAR 


lack of jand speculation in Canada 


during the past few years is going to | 


help steady the financial situation in 
regard to agriculture, in the opinion 
of H. & Arkell live stock commis- 
@oner for Canad». Mr, Arkell was 
apeaking to the Western Canada Live 
stock Union and he believed that 
while ow'ng to certain conditions 
there has not been as great prosperity 
as in some of the other countries dur- 
ing the war years, stiN now we could 
benefit as there would not be as great 
reaction. The value of agricultural 
produste would be moro nearly in ac- 
cord with the value of the land, than 
where undue speoulation has inflated 
its value to from $200 to $600 an acre. 

Live Stock and agricultural condi- 
tiona were however, giving cause for 
concern in thie fallimg prices. In the 
United States, he stated, that com- 
modity prices had fallen by 23 3-4 per 
cent from March to November, the 
largest fall in the history of that 
country and the largest decrease in 
the history of the world with thie ex- 
ception of Japan, where in the eanre 
period the decrease had been 28 per 
cent. ‘Great Britain was next with 
a fall of 19 per cent. This must have 
a worlds significance as we were 
facing a world condition. Camadtan 
land prices, however did not present 
an economic probiem. We had said 
Mr. Arkell, production on a nearer 
proportion to value of the property 
than in the United‘ States, and some 
other countries, 


Horse Prospects Good. 

The horse industry had not parti- 
cipated in the increase in live stock 
prices during the war, due to the ex- 
tent of the motor transport, Mr. Ar- 
kell believed however that the horse 
was going to take the piace of the 
motor again in the mext few years. 
He had looked into this matter fairly 
closely and had found that the #fotor 
business was decreasing. 


Adjusting Beef Prices. 


His department had been making | 


some investigation in regard to beef 
prices stated the speaker, and to thie 
present had not enough data to war- 
rant conchusions. They were, how- 
ever, convinced that the price levet 
of live cattle was not paralleled by 
the price level of wholemlers to re- 
tailers. The consumption of meat in 
Canada had been such that packers 
wad been able to adjust prices paid 
by wholesalers to secure themselves 
against loss in thides, The demand 
for beef had been such ag to emable 
them to hold up the wholesale price 
of beef for this purpose. The cost

Improved Cattle Wanted. 

Cattle production in Western Can- 
ada was another matter of the utmost 
importance, the speaker considered. 
Three per cent of the steers being 
marketed now in Western Canada, 
were over 1200 pounds; © 
percentage of cattle considered good 
was 26 and af faction, good stockers 
and feeders accounted for another 19 
per cent, and common cattle of varl- 
ous we'ghite made 52 per cent. Unless 
there was improvement here, they 
could not build up a successful cat- 
tle industry. 

Mr. Arkell commended the organ- 
ization of marketing societ’es worr- 
ing with a community or’organization 
carried more weight thep with an in- 
dividual and it was also poss'ble to 
make the community a real power in 
a demonstration of better breeding. 


Tire Swine Industry. 

The swine industry had gone

Had the company 
been granted such rates as it 
wanted by the Commission it 
might have gone ahead with its 
enterprise; and the city would 
have been tied up in a long fran- 
chise contract under which the 
citizens would have had to do 
without gas or pay a price they 
had not agreed to pay. The bur- 
gesses las$ week registered their 
opinion of forty eight cent gas in 
no uncertain way, Had the At- 
torney General not intervened 
they would have had to pay forty 
eight cents, whatever rate the 
company could persuade the Com- 
mission to allow, or to do without 
gas for twenty years.

torily under way it is clear enough 
that Germany had been turned 
into a vast arsenal with armament 
in store almost beyond comprehen- 
sion,and that the supposedly demo- 
cratic government that succeeded 
the Kaiser has been in no great 
anxiety to beat the swords into 
ploughshares. 

The League conference at Gen- 
eva discussed the disarmament 
question the other day, seemingly 
without any particular attention 
to Germany, and passed a resolu- 
tion embodying a hope that the 
leading Allied nations may consent 
to restrict their building pro- 
grams. The prospect of that 


many had already disarmed, and 
that Soviet Russia was willing to 
follow suit. The Allied powers 
are not spending money on arma- 
ment because they want to, ‘but 
because they think that is the only 
way to safeguard themselves. 
When Germany has ceased to want 
to keep a vast armament intact, 
and Russia has ceased to wage 
predatory war upon its neighbors, 
they may change their minds. Un- 
til that time a radical disarma- 
‘ment scheme would only make war 
certain and defeat probable. 


Washington's Latest. 

The legislators at Washington 
have been almost literally snowed 
under with bills proposing in one 
way and another to save the far- 
mers of the republic from the dis- 
aster that threatens them because 
of the drop in prices of farm pro- 
ducts produced on war priced 
farms and at war time costs for 
labor, machinery and supplies. To 
extricate itself Congress is strug- 
gling with a proposal to short-cut 
the whole process by passing an 
emergency tariff bill which for a 
year would practically shut fo- 
reign wheat, cotton, beans, wool, 
potatoes, live stock and meats out 
of the United States market. 

Canada, of course, is one of the 
countries whose products have 
been pouring into the depressed 
market of the U.S. at a tremen- 
dous rate, and helping to bring 
about the condition of consterna- 
tion among the U.S. farmers. It 
may even be assumed that the 
heavy importation of Canadian 
wheat and other stables was the 
factor that sharpened the demand 
and is forcing the hand of Con- 
gress. 

It is idle to deny that exclusion 
from the markets of our populous

| Pulp Forests of Alberta | 
- - area : 


On several occasions The Bulle- 
tin has called attention to the vast 
forests of white poplar of the fin- 


est quality that cover a large part | 


of the region notherly and west- 
erly from Edmonton as a source 
of pulp and paper supply, that if 
not used commercially will simply 
be! destroyed by fire. It would 
seem a mistake to suppose that 
there is only poplar available for 
pulp in that region. While poplar 
predominates there are consider- 
able areas of spruce ,timber that 
would be valuable for pulp manu- 
facture. The great demand is for 
news print and news print must 
be made largely or altogether of 


be used for almost every gther 
kind of pulp. F. A. Burrows, in 
a recent interview given The 
Bulletin spoke of the quantity of 
spruce pulp wood available on the 
upper waters of the Saskatche- 
wan. Mr. Burrows isa practical 
lumberman; of very many years’ 
standing. He has limits on the 
upper waters of both the Sas- 
katchewan and Athabasca. There- 
fore he speaks with authority. 

The vast drainage basin of the 
Athabasca was originally almost 
entirely covered with spruce for- 
ests. Fires have cleared away a 
large part of the original timber. 
It has been succeeded chiefly by 
poplar. But there are still many 
spruce areas on the Athabasca 
waters, that are available for pulp 
making as well as for lumber, In 
all cases the presence of poplar 
adds materially to the total ton- 
nage that could be derived from 
spruce alone, 

Beyond the Athabasea is. the 
Peace with its great southern 
tributary, the Smoky. The Smoky 
heads in the mountains between 
the Athabasca and the Peace, The 
many streams which unite to form 
the Smoky flow for their whole 
course through wooded country 
to the point of junction of the 
Wapiti with the Smoky. It is 
estimated that there is two billion 
feet of spruce on the upper waters 
of the Smok¥. The Smoky is 
crossed by the Dunvegan railway 
below the mouth of the Little 
Smoky, so that all timber on all 
branches of the river is floatable 
to. the railway crossing from 
which point there are of course 
shipping facilities. There is a 
small saw mill now in operation 
at the Smoky Crossing in connec- 
tion with a limit only eight and a 
half miles up the river, containing 


| 


toba. The results at the Chicago 
fair are a revelation, the fvll im- 
portance of which it is not easy to 
realize. The wheat area is pushed 
westward to the base of the 
Rocky Mountains, And not only 
the area of wheat production, The 
best wheat is produced in that 
part which lies furthest west. Of 
25 prizes given for wheat, 23 came 
to Canada, and seven of these to 
Alberta. Against all 
provinces of Canada and al! the 
States of the Union, Alberta took 
nearly one-third of all the wheat 
prizes offered. That settles any 
question as to the production of 
high class wheat in Alberta. 

It was not remarkable that there 
should be question as to the 
growth of high quality wheat in 
this province. Backed by the 
Rockies, Alberta is naturally at 
a considerably higher average al- 
titude than Saskatchewan or 
Manitoba. An altitude in fact at 
which, in such a northern latitude, 
wheat could scarcely be expected 
to be produced in highest perfee- 
tion, if-at all. Cayley, where one 
of the prize winning samples was 
given is 3400 feet above the sea
